\Mien arc liglits were first introduced 


for street lighting there -was a very es- 
aggeratecl idea of their lighting-power, 
mys the Engineering News. A light of 
1.000-candle power seemed such, a pow- 
erful illuminator that the idea was 
•sery naturally conceived of placing 
lamps ou the top of tall towers and 
lighting the whole area of a city. Sev- 
eral municipalities adopted this tower 
system of lighting, of which the best 
known example is doubtless Detroit. Tl 
was at once found, however, that a 
cluster of arc lamps 150 feet or more 
from the ground might be an excellent 
plan lor lighting the whole of a large 
area, but was a very poorplanforlight- 
ing city streets. In the average Amen • 
can city, with long blocks, the streets 
compriff not more than one-third of 
the area. Jlence with the tower system 
of lighting CO per cent, or more of the 
illuminating power is wasted in light- 
ing xip house roofs, back yards and va- 
Tant lots. 


Xenrly every city of which we have 


information that originally adopted the 
tower system of lighting has abandoned 
it. It is therefore quite surprising to 
learn that DCS ifoines, la., proposes to 
put in a municipal street-lighting plant 
and to use Hie towci system. What con- 
sideration influenced the city authori- 
ties to adopt this system vie do not 
know, but we would strongly 
urge 


them to imcstigatc the experience of 
Detroit and other cities with the tower 
system of lighting before the}' con- 
struct such a plcint iu their own citv.

Melt one tablespoonful of butter to oil, 
put in the same quantity of tarragon 
and cider vinegar, half a teaspoonful of 
salt, a dash of white pepper, nnd atable- 
spoonful of Trench made mustard. 
Heat until quite thin. 


The asparagus tips from 
the ice 


should be dipped into this, and al- 
lowed to drain.
